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THE LEVEL CROSSING AGAIN. 
Seven people were killed when a express train 
struck an automobile in Ohio. It is noted that 


the train was running seventy miles per hour 


when the auto ran onto the track a few feet ahead | 
of the engine. The crossing was not protected by | 


gates or flag man, aud the approaching train was 
hidden by a building from the driver of the 
motor car. Of course these conditions were not 
arranged to make a tragedy certain, but it might 
be supposed so without any stretch of the imagin- 
ation. In Canada we do not go so far toward in- 
viting fatalities. That is to say, our trains do not 
travel seventy miles per hour. Otherwise the cir- 
cumstances are paralleld in numberless instances. 
Human life is about the cheapest thing on this con- 
tinent, judging by the precautions which are not 
taken at the level crossing. 


PATCHING IT UP. 

The Manitoba Government announces that the 
rural credit scheme established by the preceding 
administration will be continued. The interest 
rates will be raised. however, and other changes 
made in the operation of the enterprise. It is to 


be supposed that something will be done to pre-| 


vent the directors of the local association hogging 
all the ‘‘eredits’’ for themselves and leaving their 
farmer neighbors to get along without loans. It

Tne Irish Free State Government is evidently 
running on strictly up-to-date lines.

By comparison that makes 
the Greenfield Government look like a committee 
of amateurs in the gentle art of spending beyond 
their means. Still, the Cosgrave Government has 
an advantage that ought to be taken into account. 
It has a civil war to carry on, and that accounts 


for a good deal of its supposed superiority as a} 


spender. If the Alberta Ministers had to suppress 
a lively rising of their ‘‘dissident’’ followers they 
too would show the world some speed in the way 
of accumulating liabilities. Even as matters stand 
they are displaying a capacity for prodigality 
that demands reengnition. To collect and spend 
ten millions in current revenue, pile six millions 
on the provincial debt, and over and above that 
yun the province behind from a million to two 
inillions in a year is not doing badly, considering 
that they have fewer people to operate on, that 
peace prevails within our borders, and that times 
are dull. Given equal opportunity our Ministers 
could make the money fly and the public credit 
disappear just as fast as Mr. Cosgrave and his 
associates.

|drawn, That under present circumstances is the 
counsel ef despair. Individuals have had to curb 
their expenses in recent years, regardless of 
whether they wanted io or not, and business con- 
cerns have had to restrict the range of their oper- 
ations to the narrowed opportunities and the les- 
sened revenue available. If the Government cannot 
| do likewise there is only one outcome. The tax- 
payers of the province cannot pay for war-time 
governmental luxuries out of the proceeds of 
| peace-time production. Taxes have to come down, 
|at the expense of curtailed Government opera- 
tiowgs, or disaster awaits. To argue that curtail- 
ment is not possible is to argue that a financial 
crash is inevitable. That is not the case. The 
provincial expenditure can be cut to the level of

really want to make ends meet. 


IS PROVINCE PAYING A DOMINION DEBT? 


The Provincial Government has decided that 
the new home at Oliver for mentally 
children is not to be used for the purpose for 
which it was built. Instead, it will be converted 
into a hospital for mentally afflicted ex-soldiers, 
\.ith a view to making it eventually a second pro- 
1 vincial asylum. Defective children will be ac- 
;commodated at Red Deer, where the veteran 
| patients have hitherto been taken care of. The 
|reasons for this change of plans have not been 
| given out. It is suggested that the accommoda- 
tion at Red Deer is restricted, and that there may 
be a limit placed upon the number of children 
whom the province will undertake to care for; in 
other words that the policy of trying to give all 
| defective children the best possible opportunity 
for development is to be modified in scope, and 
only a percentage of this unfortunate class pro- 
| vided for. 

From the outside this rather looks like getting 
matters mixed. It has been generally supposed 
| that it was the recognized duty of the Dominion 
Government to provide for returned men suffer- 
ing from disablement. That very clearly is a 
| responsibility which rests upon the nation, not 
upon the province, and there are some reasons 


‘suming it. That a returned man is suffering dis- 
ablement of mind and not of body does not excuse 


take care of him. Derangement of the faculties 
sustained in the service of the country is surely 
as honorable an injury, and as deserving of recog- 
nition by the national Government, as disable- 
ment of the body. If the Dominion does not pro-
